on the oxhibitora. Fancy goods 
woro disposed of in small lota and 
by retail to casual visitors, but of 
tho big ordors oxpocted. to result

- MOSTLY HOLIDAY-MAKERS 
“Tho vast majority of the crowds 
C that visited tho Exhibition camo 
more as helidaysmakors than as 
buyers, said the Socrotary, Thore 


woro those who took a - fow 
pounda to spond and oxpondod 
those as much onthe amusomonts 
provided by the Exhibition as on 
objects which took their fancy. 
Under tho olreumatancos, it could 
not bo expected that oa great doal 
of trado could, result.

ANTI-FOREIGNISM. 


—— 


To those who havo taken tho 
Garo to noto recent tendoncios in 
China, the statements made in 
an article published by the North 
China Daily News rogarding tho 
spread of anti-foroign and anti- 
Christian feoling (a summary of 
which appoared ip our issue of 
yostorday) will more than con- 
firm thoir fears. There is not 
the least shadow of doubt that.o 
widespread movemont of. this 
character is at the prosent timo 
swooping tho country, and in 
viow of what occurred somo 
quartor .of a contury ago, when 
tho Boxor troublos broko out, it 
is well that attention bo directed 
to the eubject boforo it assumes 
more serious proportions, , 


It is notvalono in North ond 
Central China that this wavo of 
anti-forcignizm is apparent.. Wo 
have again and again commented 
on tho arousing of similar fo-l- 
ings. by political agitators in 
South China. In Canton ospaci- 
ally hos this spirit boon apparent 
for some timo, growing moro 
pronounced as the days go by. 
Dr. Sun Yat-son and his im- 
modiate followers have figured 
prominently in tho donunciation 
of foreigners. Excusing their 
tirades on the ground of alleged 
“Imporialism" by the Powers, 
they have dono all they know to 
fomont- populer opinion against 
forsignors,‘and in that work thoy 
havo been assisted by tho Bol- 
shoviks, who are proparcd to do 
anytbing so long as thoy can gain 
opportunitios to indulge in thoir 
pernicious propaganda, It is 
suggostod by tho writer of tho 
article in our Shanghai con- 
tomporary that this anti-foroign 
and anti-Christian movomont is 
part of a plan working for the 
gonoral repudiation of Troatics. 
Wo can wall bolievo it, and horo 
also it ja portinont to noto that 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen hss boon most 
{nsistont in declaiming sgainst 
past agroomonts ontored into ho- 
twoon China and the Powors. 
His favourite phraso of depicting 
China as “ao somi-Colory” of 
foreign nations ie too’ woil known 
in this rogard to'neod more than 
passing mention, 


Wo can only oxpross the hopo 
that_tho Diplomatic Body in 
Poking will give this subjoot 
thoir’ most soriovs and prompt 
attontion.

It is not too late for the “ashes” 
to chango hands, There. aro 
throe matchos to como yot. Tho 
English team will have to got all 
tho luck that is going to win all 
throo romaining Tests, but tho 
position is full of possibilities, 
and spoctators in any Caso can 
bo sure of gotting thoir monoy's 
worth.. 


Allied Finances, 


Thoso intornational conferences 
have a. way of oponing most 
optimistically, and a1 way of 
ending disappointingly, so one 
cannot feol too sure about.a vory 
favourable result to tho financial 
meoting now boing held in Paris. 
Tho main questions for discussion 
aro of a gonoral nature, and will 
principally concern the allocation 
of the Gorman indemnity, which, 
dospite the continued ' occupation 
of torritory, is likely to bo 
paid in future according’ to pro- 
gramme. No doubt theso claims 
can bo adjusted amicably, and 
in ao manner satisfactory to all 
the dologates. Tho throatoned 
hitch ovor the American share 
appours to havo passed without 
strain, and other minor mattors 
Nire_boing adjusted in preliminary 
oxchanger of viow. As° Mr. 
Winston Churchill declared on 
the oponing of the conference, “all 
would romembor that indissoluble 
comradeship was more important 
than the exact achievement of a 
particular viewpoint.” But thero 
is a biggor matter which is bound 
to arise from those discussions, 
and that is the quostion of intor- 
Allied dobts.. Franco is oagor, 
naturally, to havo this item in hor 
financial outlooltsottlod dafinitely, 
and no doubt the creditor nations 
will dlso.be greatly rolioved ato 
solution. Horo, howovor, there 
promises to bo « distinct conflict 
of opinion, and as it is a subject 
which will require prolonged dis- 
cussion wo do not think tho 
prosont conforonco will, if, it bo 
decided to come to a gonoral 
financial agrooment, do nore than 
briofly traverse such ‘a controvor- 
sial matter, Tho propor solution 
of tho war dobt quostion will 
toquiro o conforenco all to itself,
